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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1-25 are 
allowed over the prior art of record. Current invention claims a touch panel device with a pair of 
conductive film respectively formed on opposed surfaces of insulating substrates to face 
oppositely to each other through a gap. Spacers in the gap prevent an upper conductive film 
from deformation. A liquid material is filled and sealed in the gap and around the spacers. The 
claimed method thereof, in combination with claimed limitations of claim 1, 10 or 17, are neither 
disclosed nor suggested by the prior art of record. The claimed structure, in combination with 
claimed limitations of claim 25, are neither disclosed nor suggested by the prior art of record.
